Vote Flood Control 
For Bucks County 


Flood control surveys of the Dela­ 
ware River at Morrisville and Nesham- 
iny Creek in Bucks county were au ­ 
thorized by Congress in 
the pre-ad­ 
journment rush. 
The hill sent to the White House for 
Presidential approval carnied author­ 
isation for 33 preliminary flood con­ 
trol surveys, besides authorizing the 
Secretary of War to spend up to $300,- 
000 a year to remove snags and other­ 
wise clear channels as a flood control 
measure. 
Funds for the surveys In the Dela­ 
ware Riv< r basin are provided in a 
clause authorizing the War 
Depart­ 
ment to use any money available from 
flood 
control 
appropriations 
for 
making exam inations and surveys and 
for preparing reports on flood control 
projects. 
Existing authority of the War D e­ 
partment 
to 
exchange 
Government 
property for private property needed 
for such projects is extended under 
the bill.
